Revolution 


The British went through appal- 
ling times, but they gained as well 
as lost a lot. The hope is that they 
will keep, as it were, their winnings, 
and forget as soon as possible what 
never can be recovered. A revolu- 
tion has been wrought in Great 
Britain since the Autumn of 1939. 
It has just as drastic in some 
ways as the French Revolution or 
the Russian upheaval of 1917; but, 
unlike them, it has been entirely 
bloodless. Lives have been lost, it 
is true, in distressingly large num- 
bers. There has been a terrible 
amount of suffering and material 
destruction. But all these things 
have been brought upon the British 
people from the outside. Their 
domestic revolution has been as 
peaceable as a Saturday afternoon 
cricket match on a village n. 
The King is still on his rone, 
where he sits more securely than 
ever. Everything outwardly is just 
the same as ore, and when the 
multifarious uniforms er 
from the streets there will be 
nothing save the gaunt skeletons of 
bombed-out areas to indicate that 
such a thing as the second world 
war ever disturbed the secular 
serenity of the British scene. 


Big Changes | 
But for all that, everything even 
already is different and fundamentally 
different at that. I am not referring 
to the recent “Swing to the Left” 
at the General Election, or to the 
throwing over of Mr. Winston 
Churchill, the idolised war leader.

Social Distinctions 

Social distinctions in Great Britain 
are disappearing rapidly, if, indeed, 
they have not already disappeared.

(Yes, I repeat, 
Ireland; for, in my opinion, there 
is more really stupid snobbery in 
this country at present than in any 
other country in the world.) “But 
South, as well as North, of the 
Tweed, the old order has changed.

entitled you are a lucky person— 
that is, of course, if you do not 
happen to be found out, in which 
event you will be “for it.” But 


you do get what is coming to you, | 


and the housewife can be quite sure 
of that. Then come the much dis- 
cussed “ points.” Every holder of 
a ration k is allotted a certain 
number of “ points” every month; 
and the number is not great. With 
these you can supplement your 
rations with such things as tinned 
meats, fish, vegetables, and fruits, 
rice and. poet cereals, and little 
luxuries of various kinds, including 
chocolates and sweets. All these 
commodities are ridiculously cheap 
in comparison with prices in this 
country; but the trouble is that they 
ust cannot ‘be bought without 
“points,” and something like 
twenty-two of these per month do 
not bring you very far. 


The Housewilfe’s Dream

kinds—currants, raisins, 
dates, figs, and what not. 
ficent looking currants were priced 
at 9d. a pound, but a little 
addendum on the printed card in- 
formed the prospective haser 
that 17 “ points” would be neces- 
sary! “Points” are graded scien- 
tifically in proportion to the degree 
of luxury attached to the Various 
commodities. Currants and raisins, 
for example, can be done without, 
as we in Ireland have known now 
for several years. Therefore their 
“ pointage ” is high. 

Sardines, on the other hand, 
not oniy are plentiful and cheap 
— about 4d, a box on an 
average — but thev have a high 
food value, consequently their 
pointage is low. Actually; I ro 
what it is. And this differentiation 
applies in varying measure ¢o com- 
modities of every kind. If you want 
a plum pudding at tmas, you 
certainly will able to have it; 
but the canny housewife arranges 
her domestic et in such a vey 
as to buy a small amount of fruit 
at regular intervals, husbanding her 
precious “ points” so that her family 
has not to do without too many 
necessities, or “near necessities,” in 
order to be able to indulge in the 
traditional orgy round about 
Christmas. : 


A Success 

This “pointing” idea has been 
a marked success. It enables people 
to vary their diet accoridng to indi- 
vidual tastes. But it is rigidly en- 
forced. If you buy one thing, you 
must be prepared to do without 
something é And the people 
have haome so much accustomed 
to it now that it is almost second 
nature. k

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THE “OLD.LADY” 


Once again the people of 
Great Britain have displayed 
their talent for compromise. 
Again they have shown the world 
that. revolutionary changes are 
not incompatible with orderly 
progress: and sstrictly _constitu- 
tional procedure. If any party 


“Socialist” flag to its masthead 
when this century opened, the 
result, without any doubt, would 
have been its overwhelming 
defeat at the: polls.; The mere 
suggestion that thé venerable 
“Old Lady of Threadneedle 
street” might cease to be a self- 
governing institution, and become 
an instrument of Socialist policy, 
would have been enough to 
shake the foundations of national 
credit. A storm of ‘protest, and 
a genuine fear of panic in the 
world’s money markets, would 
have followed any serious threat 
to the long-established indepen- 
dence of the Bank of England. 
Even the leaders of progressive 
parties would have thrown up 
their hands in horror of any such 
breach with settled and sacro- 
sanct habits. Nevertheless, the 
thing that seemed to be so 
absurdly impossible. has hap- 
pened. A fully blown Socialist 
Government has been given 
vauthority to take over control 
of the “Old Lady,” and there is 
scarcely a ripple on the surface 
of the waters of high finance. 
In Ramsay Macdonald's famous 
phrase, “the imevitability of 
graduainess” has transmuted 
fears of a revolutionary upheaval 
into an evolutionary and un- 
exciting process of adaptation. 
So far as the business community 
and commercial banking interests 


little reason to anticipate any- 
thing in the nature of immediate 
or violent consequences. The 
fact that the present Governor, 
"Lord Catto, has agreed to remain 
in office under the new régime is 
in itself a sufficient assurance that 
such changes as may come will 
be - gradual, and will be taken 
with due regard to established in- 
terests and international obliga- 
tions. In effect, relations between 
the Bank and the authorities of 
Whitehall will continue to be very 
much as they have been in recent 
years, during which the Treasury 
—under war conditions — exer- 
cised virtual control of the Bank’s 
policy and operations. Neverthe- 
less, it seems fairly evident that 
the change is likely to have some 
serious repercussions on the 
general structure of British com- 
mercial banking, and thereby on 
the finances of industry and 
business. 

The possibility that same such 


| changes soon may take place in 
‘| the relationship of the Bank of 


England to independent banking 
Organisations seems to be fore- 
shadowed in a section of the bill 
that was issued last week. It says 
that the Board—which will con- 
sist of a Governor, a Deputy 
Governor and sixteen directors, 
appointed by the King — may 
“request information from, and 
make recommendations to, 
bankers,” and, with the approval 
of the Treasury, may , “issue 
directions to any banker for the 
purpose of securing that effect is 
given to any such request or re- 
commendation.” Thus, say the 
} Critics, it is proposed to vest con- 
trol of nominally’ independent 
banking concerns in the hands 
of whatever party may secure a 
majority, of members of the 
House of Commons. Yet, in 
spite of the revolutionary change 
thus proposed, there is no sign of 
any serious fluttering in the dove- 
cotes of high finance. How 
can one explain the com- 
placent acceptance. of such de- 
partures from the principles that 
seemed to be inviolable thirty 
years ago? Broadly, the answer 
is that two world wars and their 
commitments 
entirely new systems of credit and 
finance; that the demand, in Great 
Britain and elsewhere, for far- 
reaching measures of State 
control of “social ” services has 
become irresistible, and. that 
advances in science and industry 
have made it imperative to 
adapt the ‘nidchinery of finance 
to a new social and economic 
order. Some measure of the 
extent to which such forces have 
affected the structure of public 
finance may be found in the fact 
that Great Britain’s burden of 
dead-weight debt rose from 
£650,000,000 in 1914 to the 
present almost: incredible figure 
of £23,000,000,000! 

In what way, and to what 
extent, are ail these accomplished 
and prospective changes likely 
to. affect the organisation, of 
banking in this country? What 
part, if any, is the Central Bank 
to play in the process of adapt- 
ing the: Twenty-six Counties’ 
banking system to the needs of a 
new world order? Charged by 
its constitution to “make pro- 
vision for the collection and 
study of datasrelating to monetary 
and credit. problems,, and to 
publish informative material 
in regard thereto,” the. Central 


} Bank’s Board so far has limited 


its publications to the issue of a 
which “there is 
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danger of a. parasitic ‘growth? 
appear to deal -only with the | 
fringe of wider and deeper pro- 
blems of finance. Nevertheless, 
in a very real sense they are of 
primary and basic importance. It 
is useless for bankers to issue- 


theif own organisation is open to

Cardinal MacRory 
“We learn with real sorrow. of 
the death of Cardinal MacRory, 
which occurred in Armagh on 
Saturday morning. The dead 


Irishmen of our time. It is not 
merely that his personal life was 
of unspotted purity and charity, 
or that his mental: gifts were of a 
conspicuously high order: these 
qualities, rare as they may be, are 
only to be expected in a prince of 
the Church. Cardinal MacRory 
had. other qualities as well, and it 
is fortunate, both for his Church 
and for his country, that he 
possessed them. The partition o 
Ireland resents the Roman 
Catholic Church with a. formid- 
able problem. A great majonity 
of its members dwells in the 
Twenty-six Counties; yet the | 
tradition of more than a thousand 
years demands that what we may 
call its high administration must 
be effected from the Six. The 
problem would be simple enough 
of solution if the religious “ bias ” 
of both States were similar, but 
the situation which has existed for 
a quarter of a century—and, in 
especial, as it existed during the 
second World War, when the 
Cardinal had to steer the fortunes 
of a Church partly belligerent 
and partly neutral—is enough to 
tax the powers of any prelate. 
All Irishmen. will pay tribute 
to the skill with which 
Cardinal MacRory accomplished 
this perilous task. In the heated 
atmosphere of national politics, 
an. unguarded phrase can fan 
passions into a flame, and there 
have been occasions when a man 
6f smaller political stature might 
have been tempted, even against 
his will, to relax his vigilance. 
Armagh’s diplomacy, in this, 
respect, has been an example to 
statesmen on both sides of the 
border. We are certain that 
North as well as South, Protestant 
as -well as Roman Catholic, 
will bear witness to Cardinal 
MacRory’s example of Christian 
restraint, and will recognise that 
Ireland is the poorer for his pass- 
ing.. He was more than a. great 
Churchman; he was a wise and a 
good man, who strove, with all 
the power that lay in him, to 
maintain the peace of God.

SYMPHONY CONCERT 


The first of the season's symphony 
concerts by the Radio Eireann 
Orchestra, conducted’: by Michael 
Bowles, was given in the Capitol 
Theatre, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 
The President and Mrs. O'Kelly were 
present. 

The guest artist was Jeanne-Marie 
Darré, a French pianist, who has built 
up a big reputation in her native land. 
In her playing of the solo part in 
Beethoven’s “‘Emperor” Concerto, 
Op. 73, she displayed great vitality and 
colour. Her command of tone is wide, 
and she produces a lovely singing 
quality in the softer and mezzo play- 
ing, but her exuberance carries her 
away in the heavier passages, and the 
effect is harsh and rough. Some of 
her mannerisms are exaggerated and 
somewhat disturbing None the less, 
it was a fine performance, with some 
exquisite moments. Michael Bowles 
directed the work admirably, and the 
orchestra responded well, although a 
little on the heavy side here and there. 
The short slow movement. was parti- 
cularly attractive. 

Michael Bowles deserves hearty com- 
mendation for letting a Dublin 
audience hear the Fourth Symphony of 
Sibelius, if only because this work is 
something different from the accepted 
form of symphony. It might best be 
described as ‘a yenture in musical 
experimentalism in four sections, only 
one of which—the last— approaches 
he conventional symphonic ~form. 

iroughout the scoring is full of sur- 
prises, and the instrumental gs 
and effects are fascinating. The work 
is full of difficulties and pitfalls, and 
the orchestra ‘came through a trying 
ordeal with great credit.
